eIt is expected that with the unfolding 
of foreign policy along the lines indi- 
cated in President Harding’s address to 
Congress, the United’ States will. be 
asked by the allied powers to designate 
representatives to take part in confere 
ences. The first of these invitations is 
expected to be forthcoming shortly in 
connection with the allied canference to 
pe held at Porta Rosa, near Trieste, to 
consider measures for the relief of Aus- 
tria and deal with her economic and 
financial situation. This conference has 
‘been fixed for April 30. It hasbeen sug- 
gested to the American Government that 
an invitation will. be addressed to it 
to detail a representative to attend, but 
the invitation itself has not yet arrived. 

When it comes it will probably be ac- 
ceptable to the United States. The mat- 
ter will be dealt with from the viewpoint 
of American interest and whether they 
can be better served by participation in 
the conference than: by ignoring the in- 
vitation and then perhaps undertaking 
the more difficult and embarrassing 
task of trying to undo some of its prob- 
able actions. 

Certain important considerations; it is 
said, will compel American participation 
in cofiferences jof this character and 
these_are fully recognized by officials 
of the Harding Administration. The 
Austrian economic situation. as well as 
the German situation, and the relation 
of both to the general question of repa- 
rations, is not only of immediate “éeco- 
nomic.concern to the allied powers, es- 
pecially France, England and Italy, but 
also of supreme concern’ tv the United 
States, and this is the official view 
here.

Advantage for America Seen. 

The allied powers have been anxious 
to have the counsel of the American 
Government in the conferences held in 
the last two years, but the failure of 
thé Senate to ratify the Treaty and 
the uncertainty as to what the policy 
of the Government might be toward the 
European settlement under the new. Ad- 
ministration rendered ‘it impossible, in 
the opinion of former President. Wii- 
son, for the United States_to be repre- 
sented in certain ¢onferences except by 
‘‘ observers,’’ who were there mainly to. 
report what was done, and without 
power of action, under instructions from 
Washington. 

The present Administration takes the 
view that. it. would ,be wiser to avail 
itself, of the advantages offered by 
counsel and negotiation when matters 
affecting American interests are up for 
consideration in conferences simi to 
those held at San Remo, Boulogne, 
London, Paris and the Spa. Through 
such representation the United States 
would be able to present its side of the 
case, and it is conceived that this would 
have not only a wholesome influence# 
on the decisions to be reached, but 
would prevent the taking of action 
prejudicial to th® interests of this 
country.

WEEK’S IRISH CASUALTIES: 


No Change Noted, With Crown 
Forces’ Losses 26. 

DUBLIN, April 15.—No change in the 
general situation in Ireland has been 
revealed during the last week, says the 
official weekly review ‘issued today. 

Murders of policemen decreased to 


four last week, as compared with eight 
the previous week, but the military 
casualties increased from four to six. 
The total casualties to the Crown forces 
numbered twenty-six. 

During the’! week there were twenty- 
five ambushes, six attacks on police 
barracks, three assassinations and seven 
murders of civilians, attributed to the 
Sinn Fejners.

“All must agree that there is a nota- 
ble. contrast - between .the © British 
method of dealing with the~ miners’ 
demand for the Pationalization of the 
coal industry and our method of set- 
tling the demand of our railway work- 
ers that the railways should be oper- 
ated under national agreements. Even 
our railway workers think that they 
are benefited in many ways by the 
award of the Railway Labér Board 
substituting a universal bill of rights 
for what the railway unions called 
their ‘‘ bill of rights.” In fact, the 
workers get their. eight-hour day, and 
collective bargaining, and practically 
all ‘they.ought to have from @ public 
point of view. They lose practically 
nothing except ‘the principle of na- 
tionalization. If that is impracticable 
in the small area of the British coal 
fields; how much more unfitted is it for 
application throughout our continental 
areas, and upon railway undertakings 
differing so markedly as our strong 
and weak companies? Thére is even 
something gained by the leisurely 
method of the Labor Board, which an- 
nuls the nationalization agreements. as 
the second half of its decision increas- 
ing wages a year ago. The interval 
has sufficed for such an exposure of 
the administration of the national 
agreements according to the workers’ 
idea of them, that the unions attempt- 
ed no disproof of” the companies’ evi- 
dence of waste in wages so great and

MANNERS MAKYTH MAN. 

WILLIAM of Wykeham has some- 
what lost caste in a democratic age 
because of his insistence upon man- 
ners as.the maker of manhood, but he 
has this in his favor, that the institu- 
tions lie founded were calculated to 
develop not merely the social graces 
but hearty character. His school at 
Winchester and his ‘* new ” college at 
Oxford fixed a type of educational life 
that England has since developed but 
has hardly been able to better. In 
President Emeritus E vroT’s remarks 
before the Harvard Dames the censure 
of modern manners dwells dlmost ex} 
clusively upon proprieties. 

As a greeting over the telephone Dr. 
Euiot characterizes ‘‘ Hello, Bess!” 
as ‘‘ unheard of in my youth.” So 
also, he adds, was the telephone. But 
it was during his prime that the tele- 
phone extended its hold on life. If we 
have now .no_ better word than 
‘* Hello!” for establishing vocal con- 
nection, are the youths of today to 
blame? The locution is firmly ground- 
ed in our usage, even the best. usage; 
nor would it be easy to improve on it. 
On the grounds of clearness and force 
it is ’ preferable to the rather futile 
‘‘ Are you there?” ‘of the English, as 
also on the ground of that simplicity 
and ease which are the essentials of 
what rhetoricians strangely call ‘‘ ele- 
gance.” . But perhaps the offense. is 
in' the abbreviation of the. lady’s name. 

It cannot be. denied that men now- 
adays smoke all over the house and 
even in the street or in an automobile 
in the presence of ladies. Yes, even 
some gentlemen do so. But surely the 
Harvard Dames are aware that the 
use of tobacco by women is becoming 
similarly ubiquitous, and that when a 
gentleman keeps to his cigar it is with 
the advice, and donsent of the women 
folk. The difference is not so much 
of-manners as of custom. It is like- 
wise true that young folk are given to 
a racy vernacular which may fairly 
be called slang; that boys and girls 
‘touch, tap and even shove each 
other,” and that many topics are dis- 
cussed between them which were 
taboo in the days:of Victoria. But 
here again one must be careful to 
distinguish between a mere difference 
of ‘custom or convention and essential 
bad manners. Drunkenness may be 
less a matter of shame than it was, 
but it is far less prevalent—and was 
so before prohibition.. This modern 
mood of youth is a, theme as yet un- 
resolved; one must wait a while before 
condemning it as mere cacophony. 
Least of all can one,condemn it as 
essentially bad manners because it was 
once unheard of. 

There are, however, certain respects 
in which manners, and the manners 
that indicate ‘qualities of character 
and of:heart, are clearly.in a decline.

To the Editor of. The New York-Times: 

The Paris agreement of 1921 called 
upon thie, Germans to pay over a period 
of forty-two years annual instalments | 
aggregating 226,000,000,000 francs, to- 
gether with the, equivalent in value of 
12 per cent. of German exports, the Jat- 
ter’ an unknown quantity, depending 
upon: economic prosperity. 

The annual instalments discounted at 
65 per cent. represent a present value of 
83,000,000,000 francs, or approximately 
a present payment of $17,500,000,000, 
of which amount France would receive 
approximately $9,500,000,000. 

In order to carry on the war France 
borrowed: from’ the United States and 
England and advanced to her allies 
sums (now uncollectible) which nearly 
balance the above amount. A .large 
body. of public opinion in Engiand and 
the United States, composed mainly of 
those opposed to the war, assert that 
the terms fixed are two harsh upon 
Germany and impossible of performance ;| 
that’ the performance would enslave 
Germany for a generation. 

It strikes me that even if thé agree- 
ment were carried out France‘ would be 
enslaved by unbearable taxation for a 
full generation, as victorious France for 
her, sacrifice in defending the civiliza- 
tion of the world, in ‘addition to her 
killed and“ wounded sons, would be 
called upon to contribute the devastation 
of ‘her richest provinces, her enormous 
pension ‘list,, plus the huge cost of the 
war. 

The-economic consequences of the war 
necessarily involve intolerable taxation 
upon both the ench and German’ péo- 
ple. 

Shall the French people suffer this 
slavery and the Germans, with their in- 
dustrial factories in perfect order, now |. 
ready in many lines to compete with 
and undersell the rest. of the world, be 
allowed: to -prosper and grow rich and 
eventually refuse reparations and renew 
the. war and enslave the French people? 

Can any one wonder under these cir- 
cumstances that a large body of public 
opinion in France,’ embracing: laboring 
men, peasants, bourgeois, - bankers, 
statesmen’ Iéd by M. Poincaré, a prac- 
tically unanimous Senate and Chamber 
ot Deputies, backed by the vociferous 
opinion of a solid French press, solemn- 
ly protest that the Paris figures repre- 
sent an irreducible minimum, and. any 
French. Government which abates one 
sou will cease to obtain a vote of con- 
fidencé and” be replaced. by a Govern- 
ment led by M. Poincaré? 

Can.any..one criticise M. Briand for 
standing 1 the rock of Gibraltar in 
the conference of London for the per-. 
formance of the Paris agreement and 
the rejection of thé German proposals? 

What were the German proposals at 
the . London. Conference, made after a 
month’s publicity of the ‘figures estab-. 
lished by the Paris agreement? Ger- 
many offered to pay as reparations 
50,000,000,000 francs at 5 per tent, in- 
terest, less the value of surrenders al- 
ready made, ‘claimed by the Germans 
to be 20,000,000,000 franes; that is to 
say, 30,000,000,000 . francs, of which 
amount France would; receive about 
/16,500,000,000, or approximately . $3,- 
600, 000, 000, an amount less than half 
of the debt due by France to England 
and the United States and the amount 
of its uncollectible advances to its al- 
Hes. This would represent slavery for 
at least two generations, of the French 
people. 

The mere. statement of the proposal 
demonstrates its absurdity and confirms 
the opinion of the French people that 
Germany is acting in bad faith and has 
neither the will nor intention to pay 
reparationg paises exacted from her. by 
force. 

This state of mind was further .in- 
tensified ‘by the public protestation of 
Dr. Simons, approved and acclaimed by 
a united German press and backed: by 
the German people, that Germany was 
not responsible fur the war.

GrketlIT'S A THEORY OF METHOD 


Experience Sinpliee the Postulates 
and Reasoning Draws the Con- 
clusions, He Asserts, 


‘ ‘Professor Albert Einstein lectured on 
his theory of relativity yesterday for the 
first’ time since his arrival in this 
country before members of the science 
faculties. of Columbia University and 
rs.) Students, in the auditorium: of Horace 
Mann School. He spoke in German, but 
those anxious to see and hear the man 
who has contributed a\new theory of 
space and time and motion to scientific 
conceptions of thé universe, filled every 
seat and stood in the aisles. 

Professor Binstein was greeted with 
‘great applause when he entered the room 
escorted by Professor M. I. Pupin, Pro- 
fessor George B. Peagram, and -Dean 
Woodbridge of the science schools.. Pro- 
fessor Puri introduced him as the dis- 
coverer of a theory which is “an evolu- 
tion, not a revolution of the science of 
dynamics.” 

In discussing the shatract conceptions 
of his theory, Professor. Einstgin showed 
himself possessed of a sensé of humor, 
for he several times brought chuckles 
and laughs from: his audience by his 
references to the ‘'idiotic’’ behavior of 
certain bodies in gecelerated systems. 
Also he caused ‘much amusement when 
he wished to. erase. some diagrams he 
had drawn on the blackboard > and 
made futile motions in the air with his 
hand until Professor Pupin came to his 
rescue. But for the most part, his audi- 
ence listened to him with the absorp- 
tion of men of science Hgtening to a 
brother . scientist expound a_ theory 
which may alter all their conceptions of 
motion and space. 

Not a Closed Theory. 

‘The relativity theory is not a closed 
theory, but a theory of method in which 
experience supplies’the postulates and 
reasoning draws the conclusions,”’ said
